BLASTING FROZEN GROUND 


Explosive experts are often asked: 
“Can dynamite be used successfully 
in frozen ground?’ An answer to this 
question is given every winter by the 
countless excavation jobs carried out 
in frozen ground for agricultural or 
construction projects. 

Whenever it is necessary to make 
excavations in cold weather, the 
ground, if frozen deeply enough to 
impede the use of hand picks or dig- 
ging machinery, should first be blast- 
ed, This is true of almost any winter 
time job which calls for excavation, 
whether it be on the farm or in con- 
nection with a construction project. 

If a farmer must pick the winter 
months to excavate for barns or other 
atructures, root cellars, or prepare 
for the planting of fruit or 
shade trees, dynamite’ will save him 
gore muscles and an aching back. 
Even drainage ditches have _ been 
blasted, short lengths at.a time, dur- 
ing very cold weather. Another com- 
mon winter use for dynamite is blast- 
nig frozen gravel piles to obtain ma- 
terial for spring resurfacing of roads 


and highways. 


An important qule to be observed 
when blasting frozen ground: the dy- 
namite charges must be loaded within 
the frozen area« and never below it. 

If the charges are loaded below and 


explode in unfrozen ground, the force 


of the explosion will be largely dissi- 
pated in the soft, unfrozen portion.

The effect of the blast 
will ordinarily be that the frozen clay 
or gravel is broken up sufficiently to 
permit hand digging. For machine 
digging in such soils, loads as men- 
tioned above may usually be cut in 
half. 

In light; loamy soils, three eighths 
of a pound of dynamite per foot of 
frozen depth usually suffices. Here a- 
gain the charges may be cut in half 
for machine digging. Gravel and sand 
piles, frequently become frost encrust- 
ed to a depth of three or four feet. 
Pound charges of dynamite placed in 
holes six feet apart will generally ef- 
fect a very, good breakage in the 
frosted surface.

PREMIUM ON HIGH 
SCORING CHEESE 


To encourage high quality cheese 
production in Canada a Bill to be in- 
troduced in Parliament by Agriculture 
Minister Gardiner will provide a pre- 
mium of two cents a pound for the 
highest scoring product, it is learned. 

Canada last year produced about 
120,000,000 pounds of cheese and of 
this approx nately:90 per cent was 
graded number one. However, there 
is high number one and low number 
one. The high number one grade is 
that which scores more than 92 points 
out of a possible 100. According to re. 
ports circulating in Ottawa recently 
the premium will be only on the high 
number one grade which last year re- 
presented about 40 per cent of pro- 
duction. 

While the premium will apply to 
all provinces where cheese is made, 
it will benefit chiefly Ontario and 
Quebec where the bulk of Canadian 
cheese is manufactured. It has been 
felt that in the past producers of the 
top number one grade did not obtain 
the premium they deserved as com- 
pared with lower number one produc- 
ers and the premium will be recti‘y 
that.

British authorities prepared a wel- 
come Monday for Michael Formosa, 
British subject of Malta, who made a 
wrengway “Corrigan” crossing of the 
Atlantic in the 16 1-2 foot open boat 
SOR,” 

Formosa started from! Malta, in the 
Mediterranean, last November 30th, 
intending to sail down the coast of 
Africa, rovnd Cape of Good Hope and 
reach Zanzibar, off equatorial East 
Africa. 

Instead, like many early navigators, 
he was caught in the ocean currents 
and carried across the Atlantic. 

March 31 the Italian embassy at

The British navy will patrol the 
end of the Mediterranean,

Credited with 32 knots in her trial 
22 years ago, the 82,000-ton battle 
cruiser was still capable of nearly 30 
knots when she entered drydock. Her 
ultimate maximum speed, however, 
will remain an Admiralty secret. 

Warships, unlike liners, seldom 
steam at-full speed and on the voy- 
age with their Majesties across the 
Atlantic and up the broad St. Law- 
rence to Quebec, the Repulse is ex- 
pected to cruise somewhere between 
18 and 21 knots. 

With their fine lines, low freeboard 
and enormous engine power, the ten- 
dency of battle cruisers is to “sit 
down” aft when travelling at top 
speed. Thus even in a moderate sea 
the ship’s quarter deck would be a- 
wash if an attempt were made to 
steam “full out”. There would be al- 
so a noticeable increase of vibration. 

A record run by a British warship 
carrying royalty is not without pre- 
cedent, however, In 1908, when King 
George V as Prince of Wales, visited 
Canada, H.M.S. Indomitable publicly 
showed her paces on the North Atlan- 
tic route. 

On the homeward run with. the 
prince, the cruiser’s average speed 
compared favorably with the Atlantic 
express liners, except the ocean grey~ 
hounds of the day, the’ Mauretania 
and Lusitania.

BRITAIN PLANS TO 
ABOLISH WARTIME 
FOOD SPECULATION 


Measures designed to abolish war- 
time profiteering and speculation in 
food by placing its sale under strict 
government control were published 
Tuesday by the Board of Trade’s 
partment of Food Defence Plans, 
headed by Sir Henry French. 

The Department expressed hope 
the plan would assure an equitable 


vent recurrence of shortages exper- 
fenced during the great war. 

Representatives of various branch- 
es 6f commerce worked with food de- 
fence officials in elaborating the 
plens. 

The scheme provides for creation 
of 1,400 local food provisioning com- 
mittees, the personnel of which has 
been selected. All documents re- 
quired for their work, including -19,- 
00.000 food request blanks and 60,- 
000,000 ration cards, have been pre- 
pared by government printing press- 
es. : 
The plan provides stringent govern- 
ment control over purchase of neces- 
sary foodstuffs from foreign coun- 
trieg and domestic producers. Au- 
thority to purchase and transport 
foodstuffs will be concentrated in
